Exact xformer specs not particularly critical; the A53-C Stancor equivalent 
listed on page 24 or the current AES catalog would probably do the trick 
electrically. Space under the AF-67 chassis is kind of tight, though, so the 
physical size of this unit or other potential replacements could be a problem. 
However, a really neat solution here is the modification described in ER #24, 
April 1991, which substitutes a phase inverter circuit for the transformer. 
Very easy to implement and works extremely well.

Don't know about a Web site (I bet a Google search would turn up at least one) but 
the beacons we receive here fall into two categories: aviation and marine. For 
example beacon SF is associated with the ILS approach to San Francisco 
International Airport. Many marine beacons are on the air too. While I suspect 
that few mariners still take bearings on beacons (although I did when I was RO on 
the SS Lane Victory/KECW last year!) these beacons live on as distribution points 
for DGPS data which mariners use to correct any errors in their GPS navigation 
systems. So the old is helping the new.

FYI, All airports that have ILS approaches will normally have at least 
one NDB for the outer marker and in some cases will have 2 due to the 
approach configuration in conjunction with 75MC fan markers, outer, 
middle and inner which have aural and light indicators. 
There are still NDB's in use in isolated spots for orientation and 
positioning due to terrain and for approaches due to beam bending in the 
VOR system. Also for some long haul routes overwater that still exist. 
However INS and GPS are now the mandatory methods of navigation in the 
air tracks set daily for the No. PAC So.PAC, No. ATL and So. ATL which 
are established to function with the jet stream flow. Headwinds vs 
tailwinds. 
The rule of thumb is to use any NDB's on the routes as a cross check on 
where you are in case the INS or GPS takes a break along with your DR 
and how goz it log. Also if the stupid co-pilot reaches up and switches 
the INS out of NAV position due to trying to solve a boot strap error.

RADIOBEACONS 


WHAT ARE THEY? 

Radiobeacons are electronic aids to navigation that provide all-weather 
position fixing and homing capability to vessels equipped with radio 
direction 

finding (RDF) equipment. The marine radiobeacon system is operated and 
maintained by the U.S. Coast Guard as one of the U.S. Government provided 
marine aids to navigation. 


Inexpensive and reliable, the marine radiobeacon system provides service in 


So the 


U.S. coastal areas and the Great Lakes for recreational boaters and 
commercial 

vessels. They are installed at lighthouses and at other coastal locations. 
Radiobeacons are planned to remain a part of the U.S. Government's 
radionavigation mix into the next century. 


Radiobeacons are nondirectional, short-range aids to navigation with ranges 
normally from 10 to 175 nautical miles. They operate in the frequency band 
from 285-325 kHz. The transmitted signal consists of two separate carrier 
frequencies; a continuous carrier at the assigned operating frequency and a 
keyed carrier 1.02 kHz higher in frequency which provides the station 
identifier transmitted in Morse Code. 


Radiobeacons operate all of the time. Identification codes are transmitted 
at a rate of six words per minute. Once each minute the identification code 
is interrupted by a 1- second dash to allow mariners time to refine 
bearings. 

The value of the radiobeacon system lies in its simplicity of operation and 
relatively low user cost. Radiobeacons are primarily used by small craft as 
a low cost means of homing on the entrance to a harbor. Some of the high 
power, major radiobeacons are being used to broadcast experimental 
differential GPS (DGPS) corrections to properly equipped vessels. When DGPS 
is implemented, approximately 50 radiobeacons will transmit DGPS broadcasts. 


HOW ARE THEY USED? 

To use radiobeacons, the mariner needs a radio direction finder (RDF). This 
is a specially designed radio receiver with a directional antenna which 
determines the direction of the radiobeacon relative to the 

vessel. 


WHO USES THEM? 

Radiobeacons are used primarily by recreational boaters. Other users 
include 

commercial shipping and commercial and sport fishermen. 


WHY DO THEY USE THEM? 

Radio direction finding equipment is simple to operate, relatively 
inexpensive, and readily available for all types of marine applications. 

In addition, all vessels over 1600 gross tons engaged in international trade 
are required by the Safety of Life at Sea (SOLAS) convention of 1960 to be 
equipped with a radio direction finder. 

WHEN are they available? 

Radiobeacons are available continuously, 24 hours a day. 


WHERE are they used? 
The Coast Guard operates about 60-70 radiobeacons located on the Atlantic, 
Gulf, and Pacific coasts and on the Great lakes.
